THE CENTRAL VIGILANCE COMMISSION ACT, 2003 
No. 45 OF 2003 

[ 11th September, 2003 ] 
An Act to provide for the constitution of a Central Vigilance Commission to 

inquire or cause inquiries to be conducted into offences alleged to have 
been committed under the Prevention of Corruption Act, 1988 by certain 
categories of public servants of the Central Government, corporations 
established by or under any Central Act, Government companies, societies 
and local authorities owned or controlled by the Central Government and 
for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifty -fourth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows:

CHAPTER 1 

PRELIMINARY 
1. This Actmay be called the Central Vigilance Commission Act, 2003 . 
2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires -- 

(a ) “ Central Vigilance Commissioner" means the Central Vigilance Commissioner 
appointed under sub -section ( 1) of section 4 ;

CHAPTER II 

THE CENTRAL VIGILANCE COMMISSION 
3. (1 ) There shall be constituted a body to be known as the Central Vigilance 
Commission to exercise the powers conferred upon , and to perform the functions assigned 
to it under this Act and the Central Vigilance Commission constituted under sub - section 
( 1 ) of section 3 of the Central Vigilance Commission Ordinance, 1999 which ceased to Ord. 4 of 
operate , and continued under the Governinent of India in the Ministry of Personnel, Public 1999 . 
Grievances and Pensions (Department of Personnel and Training ) Resolution No. 371/ 20 / 
99 -AVD . III , dated the 4th April, 1999 as amended vide Resolution of even number , dated 
the 13th August, 2002 shall be deemed to be the Commission constituted under this Act. 
(2 ) The Cominission shall consist of - 
(a ) a Central Vigilance Commissioner

(b ) notmore than two Vigilance Commissioners - Members. 
( 3) The Central Vigilance Commissioner and the Vigilance Commissioners shall be 
appointed from amongst persons 

(a ) who have been or are in an All- India Service or in any civil service of the 
Union or in a civil post under the Union having knowledge and experience in the 
matters relating to vigilance , policy making and adıninistration including police 
administration , or 

(b ) who have held office or are holding office in a corporation established by 
or under any Central Act or a Government company owned or controlled by the 
Central Government and persons who have expertise and experience in finance 
including insurance and banking , law , vigilance and investigations: 

Provided that, from amongst the Central Vigilance Commissioner and the Vigilance 
Commissioners , not more than two persons shall belong to the category of persons 
referred to either in clause ( a ) or clause (b ). . 

( 4 ) The Central Government shall appoint a Secretary to the Commission on such 
terms and conditions as it deems fit to exercise such powers and discharge such duties 
as the Commission may by regulations specify in this behalf. 

(5 ) The Central Vigilance Commissioner, the other Vigilance Commissioners and the 
Secretary to the Commission appointed under the Central Vigilance Commission 
Ordinance, 1999 or the Resolution of the Government of India in the Ministry of Personnel, Ord . 4 of 
Public Grievances and Pensions (Department of Personnel and Training ) Resolution No . 1999 
371/20 /99 -AVD . III , dated the 4th April, 1999 as amended vide Resolution of even number , 
dated the 13th August, 2002 shall be deemed to have been appointed under this Act on 
the same terms and conditions including the term of office subject to which they were so 
appointed under the said Ordinance or the Resolution , as the case inay be . 
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Explanation . For the purposes of this sub - section , the expression “ term of office " 
shall be construed as the term of office with effect from the date the Central Vigilance 
Commissioner or any Vigilance Commissioner has entered upon his office and continued 
as such under this Act.

(3 ) The Central Vigilance Commissioner or a Vigilance Commissioner shall, before he 
enters upon his office, make and subscribe before the President, or some other person 
appointed in that behalf by him , an oath or affirmation according to the form set out for 
the purpose in Schedule to this Act. 

(4 ) The Central Vigilance Commissioner or a Vigilance Commissioner inay, by writing 
under his hand addressed to the President, resign his office . 

(5) The CentralVigilance Commissioner or a Vigilance Commissioner may be reinoved 
from his office in the manner provided in section 6 . 

(6 ) On ceasing to hold office, the Central Vigilance Commissioner and every other 
Vigilance Commissioner shall be ineligible for 

(a ) any diplomatic assignment, appointment as adininistrator of a Union territory 
and such other assignment or appointment which is required by law to be made by 
the President by warrant under his hand and seal. 

(b ) further employment to any office ofprofit under the Government of India 
or the Government of a State .

6 . ( 1) Subject to the provisions of sub -section (3 ), the Central Vigilance Commissioner 
or any Vigilance Coinmissioner shall be removed froin his office only by order of the 
President on the ground of proved misbehaviour or incapacity after the Supreine Court, on 
a reference made to it by the President, has, on inquiry, reparted that the Central Vigilance 
Commissioner or any Vigilance Cominissioner , as the case may be , ought an such graund 
be reinaved .

8 . ( 1) The functions and powers of the Commission shall be to

modified fonn or be of no effect, as the case may be; so , however, that any such modification 
or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under 
that notification or rule or regulation .
